Your  committee  cheerfully  submits  the  following  report  for  the 
school  year  ending  February  14,  1901. 

There  have  been  26  terms  of  school  taught  in  12  different 
Divisions. 

Our  schools  have  been  successful  as  a  whole,  not  with  the 
degree  of  excellence  that  we  would  like,  but  perhaps  as  good  as  we 
could  expect.  We  feel  that  much  of  the  misunderstanding  between 
teachers  and  parents  would  be  removed  if  the  parents  would  get 
acquainted  with  the  teachers,  and  visit  the  schools,  thus  learning 
what  their  children  are  taught. 

We  have  tried  to  divide  the  school  funds  so  that  all  would 
receive  equal  advantages.
